Public Hearing regarding issuance of bonds or notes for third floor 
addition to Sullivan County Nursing Hospital was called to order at 
7:30 P.M. by Chairman Frizzell.

As no interested person was present to speak in favor or in oppo- 
sition to the issuance of bonds or notes for the third floor of the Sulli- 
van County Nursing Hospital, the Delegation held their executive 
meeting. 


D’Amante moved, Sara Townsend seconded the motion that the 
County Commissioners are authorized to issue $470,000 in bonds or 
notes of the county under NHRSA 28 and the Municipal Finance Act 
to finance the third floor addition. Mr. Downing felt that the language 
was not correct and asked to have the word “in” inserted. It was 
asked if legal counsel drew up the wording and K. Waltz said that it 
had been copied from same language as other bonds. Discussion was 
held whether to have bonds or notes and Nahil felt it should be left 
to Commissioners to decide. Nahil also stated that bids had to go out 
and be advertised, then it would be left to building committee and 
commissioners to make the final decision. 


Galbraith said that he did an analysis on his own, and with the 
State giving $1 more per patient and charging private patients $1 more 
per day, that there would not be an addition in taxes. 


Discussion ensued as to whether or not the County had a right 
to waiver bids, and were the conditions the same as discussed at 
previous hearing. The County would have to have legal counsel. 


Commissioner McCusker read the letter written to County At- 
torney Tenney concerning this matter and his answer. Also a letter 
from State Attorney Rudman was read, stating that this question was 
not within his jurisdiction. 


Discussion was held on whether to pay the notes or bonds back 
in 5 or 7 years. To be left to discretion of Building Committee: mem- 
bers being Nahil, Frizzell, Galbraith, Townsend, Spaulding, Gaffney 
and Edes.

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MINUTES OF JUNE 1, 1972 MEETING 


Commissioners’ Office

June 1, 1972 


A special meeting of the Sullivan County Delegation was called by 
Vice-Chairman Stanley R. Williamson for the purpose of transferring 
funds from the regular budget to supplement the construction fund for 
the new recreational building. Date was June 1, 1972, time was 7:30 P.M. 
Meeting was held at the Commissioners’ Office in Claremont. 


Present: Chairman Frizzell, Vice-Chairman Williamson, Represent- 
atives Nahil, Keating, Rousseau, Burrows, Gaffney, Spaulding, Edes, 
Downing, Townsend, Wiggins and Galbraith. Also the architect Ted 
Lewis and Commissioners Bascom, McCusker and Woodhull. 


Chairman Nahil of the Executive Committee outlined the problem, 
noting that the $31,000 voted at the Annual Meeting in March, plus 
$11,177 fire insurance, left the funds available some $19,500 below the 
lowest bid, submitted by D. E. Page Construction Company. Mr. Lewis 
reviewed the architectural plans, noting that any cuts would have to 
be in the area of total square footage since there were few “extras” 
in the building. Commissioner McCusker noted that there had been a 
change in location and also that the desire to put garage storage under 
the building had an effect on costs. He stated that there was a strong 
possibility of obtaining a fire truck at nominal cost from the City of 
Claremont ‘and this basement area would supply storage space for it, 
and pertaining fire equipment. He also stated that necessary funds 
would come by transferring $19,000 from the drug room and nurses 
station construction in the current addition of the 3rd floor to the new 
hospital-medical building, adding that work by permanent staff, plus 
supplemental appropriations next year would enable the ultimate com- 
pletion of those two projects. 


Following a discussion of the various construction and fire needs, 
Rep. Edes moved, seconded by Rep. Wiggins, that not more than 
$20,000 be transferred from the current year’s budget to supplement 
previously available funds to meet the low bid for the construction of 
the proposed building. 


On a hand vote, the motion passed, with 7 for and 5 opposed.

Sullivan County has had a busy, successful 1972. The best of ser- 
vices and capital expansions has been our goal. 


IN UNITY the year has seen the construction of a much needed 
recreation and meeting facility, with heated garage space. 


The start of a third floor for 42 additional patients in the new 
hospital building has been accomplished. This will give our Sullivan 
County Nursing Hospital a total of 192 beds, which will help to 
relieve our waiting list of over 100 needy Sullivan County citizens. 


IN CLAREMONT we were told that our present Claremont office 
building which we rent from the Claremont Savings Bank, would be 
torn down for expansion of the bank. We will be moving into the 
ground floor building next door, about March lst. The new quarters 
are excellent, and will continue to serve the Commissioners’ Office, 
the Sheriff’s Department and a large room for the Probate Court. 


IN NEWPORT because of the increased volume of the Superior 
Court activities and the lack of room in our present Court House, and 
also the increased work load for our Commissioners’ office, we have 
studied many plans which will alleviate our crowded conditions. We 
will submit a plan to the 1973 Delegation to correct this shortage of 
space. 


The number of children in foster care has been fewer in 1972 
than in years past. The number of people seeking financial aid was 
average, due to the good employment by our Sullivan County industries. 
The greatest increase was, and will be, our portion of money spent 
for old age assistance and aid to the totally disabled. 


We look to 1973 for a year of continued services to the citizens of 
our county, plus capital expansion. 1972 was the start of a five-year 
government revenue sharing program, which without too much infla- 
tion, should help to expand our services.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners: 


Once again we submit our annual report on the operation of the 
County Home and Nursing Hospital. As administrators we have had 
a very busy but enjoyable year. 


The nursing hospital, as in years past, has been filled to capacity 
with the usual long waiting list of those in need of nursing care. 


The construction on the third nursing floor started the lst of 
December and is progressing very well. The added space will be help- 
ful in reducing our waiting list. 


Our recreation building was completed in November and we are 
now provided with adequate space for activities, workshops, etc. It 
was an ideal area in which to hold our nursing workshop this past 
November. Many nurses throughout the state were in attendance. In 
the early spring of 1973 we plan to hold our annual Fire Training 
Program for our County Home personnel. We now have good accom- 
modations for our fire truck and other county vehicles and equipment 
in the basement of the building. 


Our House of Correction Supervisor, William Potter, has been an 
asset in the operation of the House of Correction and Jail. Many pro- 
grams have been undertaken to help the men improve their behavior. 
New juvenile rooms have been constructed. We are continuing with 
our Work Release Program which we feel is successful as well as AA 
and other worthwhile projects. 


The farm operation continues to thrive. Garden crops were very 
good and much was stored for winter use. The weather presented prob- 
lems in our attempt to make good quality hay, but our volume is suf- 
ficient for the herd needs. 


We presently have under construction a building for boiling sap to 
make maple syrup, a product that finds great favor with the home 
population. 


All these things could not be possible without the cooperation and 
understanding of the County Commissioners, our Chaplains, our Staff, 
and our Community. We want to thank our County Commissioners for 
their continuous support. We will miss Commissioner Richard Mc- 
Cusker, who has retired and we welcome the new Commissioner, Rod- 
ney Webster. Our thanks to Dr. Carl Stearns for his continuous faithful 
service and dedication, to Mrs. Waldo, our Director of Nursing Ser- 
vices, and her nursing staff for their valuable performance in their 
duties, to our Chaplains, Fr. Aube and Rev. Barrus, who have given 
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spiritual assistance not only to the residents of the hospital but have 
been very helpful in communicating with the inmates in the House of 
Correction, to our Sheriff’s Department for their cooperation, and to 
our County Home Auxiliary and Volunteers. It would not be possible 
to mention all the individuals, clubs, organizations, etc. who have been 
so generous with gifts, etc., but we are most grateful to all of them. 


In closing we want to say that it is the people of Sullivan County 
who have made our facility one of which we can all be proud.

MENTAL HEALTH ASSOCIATION 


December 31, 1972 
To the Commissioners of Sullivan County: 


The Sullivan County Mental Health Clinic has carried out its sixth 
year of operation with increased demands from County residents for 
individual, marital and family therapy and parent-child guidance. 


In addition, the New Hampshire State Department of Health and 
Welfare stipulated in the 1972-73 Grant-in-Aid that specific new ser- 
vices must be provided to the community including (1) after-care 
follow-up and treatment of New Hampshire Hospital patients (previ- 
ously handled by a traveling clinic from the Hospital), (2) evaluation 
of applicants for APTD and AFDC Welfare assistance, (3) priority 
treatment service for other Welfare recipients, and (4) the develop- 
ment of other community resources to supplement direct Clinic services. 


Although the State Division of Welfare and the State Division of 
Mental Health increased the Clinic’s Grant to provide additional funds 
to carry out these mandatory requests for new services, one Clinic 
position has remained unfilled to date because of the lack of a suitably 
qualified candidate. 


Despite this unfilled position the present staff has met all emer- 
gency requests of County residents and has seen all new referrals 
for at least an evaluative interview within a week or two of their 
referral to the Clinic. However, the backlog of non-critical cases await- 
ing treatment services has grown steadily and is now comprised of more 
than 40 patients, 50% of which are child guidance problems. The Clinic 
is now exploring various temporary measures to attempt to alleviate 
this situation until the full-time staff position is filled. 


As of December 31, 1972, plans are being implemented for three 
priority community resource projects: (1) recruitment and training 
of volunteers to serve as big brothers and big sisters to children need- 
ing more adult contacts than the Clinic can or should provide, to visit 
ex-hospital and other home-bound patients and to supplement Clinic 
services in other ways; (2) establishment of a referral service for all 
persons seeking helping resources for personal or social emergencies, 
and (3) a social and service center for persons of all ages who tend to 
isolate themselves from community contacts or to form non-productive 
or destructive relationships because of lack of opportunity for more 
positive interpersonal activities.

Sullivan County is now on its new county-wide radio system. We 
find it very helpful to all the Departments in the County. Crime has 
been increasing in the urban and rural areas of the County, and this 
will require more manpower on the Sheriff’s Department level to com- 
bat this problem.

REPORT OF COUNTY ATTORNEY 


To the Commissioners of Sullivan County 


The following is my report for the year 1972 in my capacity as 
Sullivan County Attorney. 


During 1972 this office disposed of forty-four felony matters, there 
are several felony matters which were held over from the September 
1972 Term in addition to others which have been held over for some- 
time now due to the fact the respondents are in jail out of state. We 
have one felony which will be retried because of a “hung jury” during 
the September 1972 Term of Court. 


In addition to the felony matters, there were nearly fifty prob- 
able cause hearings and approximately fifty misdemeanor appeals. 
Many of the appeals involved motor vehicle offenses and as usual, 
the appeals are withdrawn when they are set for trial. We had the 
unusual situation this year of many prisoners escaping from the Ver- 
mont State Prison in Windsor, four of these escapees were appre- 
hended in Sullivan County, two in Claremont and two in Cornish, we 
were able to successfully return these individuals to the State Prison 
after lengthy extradition proceedings. I also was called to the scene 
of a homicide, a suicide and two fatalities during 1972. 


We also have had more than the usual number of reciprocal sup- 
port petitions filed through this office this year and there were many 
support petitions filed elsewhere which required my presence in 
Court to prosecute. 


With the recent United States Supreme Court decision that every- 
one who is charged with an offense for which he might be confined to 
prison, if he is convicted, is entitled to counsel, it seems that with 
ever increasing frequency respondents are appearing with counsel, 
this of course places the law enforcement agency involved at a decided 
disadvantage unless it is represented by the County Attorney. Ac- 
cordingly, I am now called upon to appear in court whenever the re- 
spondent is represented by counsel. With the advent of the so-called 
Breathalyzer, and the increasingly large number of persons charged 
with the offense of driving under the influence of intoxicating liquors, 
I am expected to appear in court on all DWI matters which are con- 
tested; consequently during the year 1972 over six hundred thirty hours 
were devoted to the duties of County Attorney, whereas in 1971 I de- 
voted slightly over five hundred twenty hours to my duties as County 
Attorney, simple mathematics show an increase of over one hundred 
hours more of my time this year than 1971. 


I have submitted a budget for 1973 which reflects an increase 
of $6,500.00 in the salary of the County Attorney. The salary for the 
County Attorney has remained at $3,500.00 since 1967 and the secretari- 
al allowance at $1,000.00 for a like period. Obviously, the salary and

secretarial allowance are completely out of line as to compensation 
considering the amount of work involved in addition to the fact that 
the cost of living most certainly has increased since 1967. 


Hopefully, this problem will not present itself again with the new 
statute which becomes effective January 1, 1973 requiring the salary 
of the County Attorney along with the compensation paid other Coun- 
ty officials to be set every two years. It would seem the salary of 
the County Attorney should reflect the amount of time required ful- 
filling the duties of such office. The salary should be such that even 
the most experienced and capable attorney could assume the duties of 
such office without having to subsidize the office from his own funds 
which is the present situation. 


Again, in 1972, I have enjoyed complete co-operation from all 
law enforcement officials.
